STATEMENT  BY  ACCOUNTS,  GIVING  PRINCIPLES  AND

^  the  district  that  the  estimate  is  cominensurate  with  the 
engineering  which  actually  exists. 

Itoaimt  No.  2.  Land. 

No  statement  is  made  for  this  account,  as  it  is  being  ft^rarted 

by  the  Land  Section. 

Account  No.  3.   Grading.  Cleartitg  and  Grubbing. 

The  quantities  of  clearing  and  grubbing  are  estimated  accord- 
ing to  the  existing  timber  contiguous  to  the  right  of  way  as  of 
the  date  of  valuation.  The  unit  prices  shown  in  the  schedules 
of  cost  of  reproduction  are  representative  confaact  prices  for 
work  of  this  kind  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Kansas  City  Southern 

Railway  System. 

Giadmg  quantities  determined  by  the  one-way  basis  reflect 
Shrink  and  swell.  Gradmg  quantities  determined  by  the  two- 
way  basis  reflect  a  percentage  added  to  the  embankment  quanti- 
ties for  shrinkage.  In  all  instances  the  schedules  of  reproduc- 
tion also  show  the  actual  quantities,  excavation  and  embank- 
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ment,  as  measured.  The  imit  prices  shown  in  the  sdiedules  of 
cost  of  reproduction  are  representative  contract  prices  for  work 
of  this  kind  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway 
System.- 

CleariQg  and  grubbmg,  excavation  and  embankment  quanti- 
ties in  the  roadbed  are  given  a  service  condition  <rf  100  per  cent. 

Account  No.  4.    Underground  Potwor  Tools.

Account  No.  6.   Bridges,  TrssMos  and  Culverts. 

A  bill  of  material  of  aU  trestles  is  shown  for  each  valuation 
section,  accompanied  by  a  statement  ci  thdr  aggregate  length. 

The  service  condition  for  each  individual  trestle  was  established 
for  the  deck  and  for  the  substructure  separately,  subsequently 
the  service  condition  per  cents,  for  all  trestles  on  a  valuation 
section  were  compiled  and  a  weq^hted  average  obtained. 

Account  No.  7.    Elevated  Structures. 

No  property  of  this  dass. 

Account  No.  8.  Ties. 

The  percentage  of  first-class  and  second-class  ties  was  deter- 
mined by  inspection  in  the  field.  The  unit  price  applied  to 
cattie-guard,  bridge  and  switch  ties  is  an  amount  per  the  foot 
board  measure  unloaded  in  c<»npany's  material  yard.  The 
service  condition  of  lies  was  determined  from  statistical  studies 
of  the  carrier's  records  and  a  conclusion  reached  that  the 
renewals  had  been  normal,  thus  giving  ties  a  service;condition 
of  fifty  per  cent,  with  the  exertion  of  treated  tics. 

Account  No.  9.  Rails. 

A  study  of  the  rail  of  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway 
Bysb^  led  to  the  condusicqi  that  any  rail  of  a  main  line  track 
could  be  expected  to  have  a  total  life  of  fifteen  years  as  new  rail 
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before  becoming  relay;  4iid  that  relay  rail  would  have  a  life  of 
fifty  years  b^ore  becoming  scrap.  New  ndl  laid  in  other  tracks 

than  a  main  line  track  would  have  a  total  life  of  seventy -five 
years  between  new  and  scrap.  The  service  condition  was  estab- 
li^ed  for  each  of  the  cycles  according,  to  the  age  of  the  rail 
in  eadi  particular  cyde.  Hie  total  gross  tons  of  rail  of  each 
class  were  determined  by  the  calculation  of  theoretical  weights, 
not  taking  into  account  any  loss  due  to  wear. 

Account  No,  10,    Other  Track  Material. 

The  unit  prices  applied  to  the  various  items  of  property  clas* 
sified  under  this  account  are  representative  of  commercial  prices 

f.  o.  b.  common  points  on  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway 
System,  to  which  are  applied  the  cost  of  unloading  and  inspec- 
tion. Unit  prices  of  various  items  of  property  are  shown  in 
detail  cm  the  sdiedules  of  cost  of  reproduction.  Angle  bars 
were  counted  in  the  field  and  were  given  the  same  service  con- 
dition assigned  to  the  cycle  of  rail  with  which  they  were 
associated. 

Account  No,  11.  Ballast, 

The  ballast  was  secured  from  several  sources,  and  the  prices 
applied  depend  upon  where  the  ballast  was  used.  The  cost 
f.  o.  b.  cars  for  cinders  and  sand  includes  only  the  expense  oi 

loading.  No  mortality  tables  or  statistical  data  are  available 
from  which  the  service  condition  of  the  various  classes  of  bal- 
last could  be  estunated,  and  this  was  determined  solely  by 
observation. 

Account  No,  12,   Track  Laying  and  Surfacing, 

The  unit  prices  applied  as  shown  in  the  schedules  of  cost  of 
reproduction  are  representative  contract  prices  for  work  of  this 
class  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Kansas  City  Southern  Railway 
System.  This  account  is  primarily  a  labor  expense  and  to 
determine  the  service  condition  the  expense  was  allocated  to  the 
various  materials  which  are  to  be  handled,  and  is  shown  in  the 
following  table;

On  valuation  section  K.  C.  S -2-M.  in  1894  and  1898,  there 
was  constructed  on  the  right  of  way  of  the  carrier  as  protection 
against  encroachment  of  the  Missouri  River  riprap  at  an 
approximate  expense  of  $98,500.  Subsequent  to  1898  the  river 
changed  its  channel  so  that  it  is  away  a  distance  of  one-half  mile 
or  more  and  the  riprap  is  no  longer  needed.  This  riprap  was  not 
inv^toied  and  is  not  included  in  the  schedules  of  reproduction. 

Ship  Canal  and  Turning  Ba$in,  Port  Arthttr. 

The  carrier  originally  on  its  land  constructed  the  ship  canal 
and  ttu^ing  basin  at  Fort  Arthur  at  an^approximate  exp^ise  of
